Report of the Ordnance Department, with Statements from A to E. 
Ordnance Department, November 21, 1823. 


‘Sint In compliance with your instructions of the 7th of April 
Jast, and of the 5ih inst. I have the honour to communicate, here- 
with, the papers marked A, B, C, D, and E, containing the state- 
ments required, viz. 

Statement A exhibits an accoant of the remitances, through this 
Department, in the year 1822 ; showing the amount, under each 
head of appropriation, received by each disbursing officer; the 
amount of accounts renderet! by them; and the balances remaining 
in the hands of each at the close of the year. By ‘this statement, 
it appears, that (he total amount of money expended through this 


Department, in the year 1822, was, - - $698,467 16 
‘The amount of accotints rendered and settled in 

the same time, - - - - : 643,418 60 
‘Lhe balance remaining in the hands of disbursing 

officers, at the close of the year, was, - - 55,048 56 


and that the whole of this balance has been since accounted for— 
nO instanceof delalcation having occurred. 

Statemcnt B exhibits an account of the moneys transmitted to

The amount collected on account of advances isa reimburse- 
ment of a part of the sums advanced to contractors several years 
past. No advances have been made uponzny contracts, made by 
this Department, since the year eighteen hundred and nineteen. 

in July last, an apportionment was made of the arms due to the 
several states and territories, under the above mentioned act, up 
to the close of the year eighteen hundred and twenty-two. ‘The 
arms apportioned, were those procured during the last seven years, 
and amounted to“ninety-four thousand stands. After deducting 
the partial deliveries which had been made on account, there re 
mained due to the several States and territories, about sixty-six 
thousand eight hundred stands, of which, about thirty six-thousand 
stands have been transported and delivered. The remainder have 
citber been delivered, orarein a due course of transmission, the re-

legislatures. No such regulations have been established for the 
distribution of arms to the militia of the District, nor is there any 
executive officer, designated by law, to whom this Department can 
deliver them. Under these circumstances, the delivery has been 
suspended ; and } take the liberty respectfully to suggest, that 
provision may be made by law, for furnishing, to the militia of the 
District the quota of arms which shall be due thereto. 

Statement D) exhibits an account of the work done, and supplies 
procured, at the several armorieg and arsenals, from the first of 
October, 1822, to the thirtieth wt Reptomber, 1823.*~ 

In addition to the particulars shown in this statement, much other 
business has been done, which-cannot be exhibited: in a tabular 
form: such as the repairs and preservation of the arsenals, work- 
shops, and wharves; the enclosures and improvements of the pub- 
lic gxounds, and the: preservation and improvement of the estab- 
lishmknts, generally. Those objects-have received due attention, 
condition of the public buildings, and other property, un- 
‘ rol of this department, has been much improved, and 
is, gener\lly, in a good state of preservation. 

‘The work dohe under the appropriation for arsenals, and which 
is not embiaced in the statement, is the following: At Frankford, 
Pa. an arsenal 100 feet by 36, three stories high; a store house 60 
by 26 feet, two stories high; and two work-sbops, 45 by 26 feet 
one ctory bigh; all of stone, with slate roofs, have been commenc- 
ed, of which the store house and work shops have been completed, 
and the arsenal nearly finished. ‘The interior of a building, for 
officer's quarters, formerly commenced, hes also been completed: 
At Greauleaf’s Point, D. C. two. work shops, of brick, each 100 
by 25 feet, one story high, have been commenced and completed. 
A substantial wall, 260 feet in length, connecting the buildings, 
has also been erected ; and 6000 cubic yards-of earth have been 
removed ; 1400 feet of stone fence, enclosing the magazine, has 
also been built. ° 

At Baton Rouge, the arsenal formerly commenced at that place 
bas been entirely completed, and a substantial gun house, 110 by 
45 feet, of brick, has been commenced, and some progress made. 
The establishment at that place has been so far completed, that 
the ordnance and ordnance stores, hitherto at New-Orleans, (acon- 
siderable part of which were deposited in rented ware bouses,) 
have been removed to it. _ 

At Watervliet, N. Y. five and three quarters acres of land, ad-% 
joining the public ground, and the New-York Canal, have been 
purchased, and a substantial shed, 100 by 28 feet, has been erected. 

Statement E shows the quantity of ordnance and ordnance stores 
issued from the arsenals and deposits, for the supply of the army 
and. military posts, from the first of January to the thirtieth of 
September, eighteen hundred and twenty three. 

In conclusion, 1 beg leave to observe, that, upon a:review of 
the preceding statements, it will be seen, that about seven hundred 
thousand dollars was drawn from the treasury, and remitted fo the 
disbursing officers of this department, and to contractors, during the 
year 1822, and that the whole amount has been regularly and 
promptly accounted for ; and that about five hundred and eighiteen 
thousand dollars have been remitted, in like manner, during the 
three first quarters of the present year, and that the accounts of all 
the disbursing officers have been rendered up to the close © the 
third quarter, which accounts for the expenditure of about five bun- 
dred and twelve thousand dollars, leaving a balance of only six 
thousand dollars unexpended, which is applicable to the expeuses 
of the present quarter: no instance of defalcation, or of failure to 
render accounts promptly having occurred during the period em- 
braced by the statements. These satisfactory results chow, that 
the present system of accountabilily has attained a high degree of 
perfection, and that it has answered the fullest expectation. | 

It may not be irrelevant to add, that there has heen a Hevty pro- 
gressive improvement, as respects both the number anid quality of 
the arms procured. The product of the National Armories will,
